Noiwithftanding this unfortunate circumiftance, the brave 
Chrittians, whofe courage was not in the leaft damped, 
kept fighting on, fully determined to fink the robbers, 
During this time a floop of war of 16 guns, and a cutter 
of 12, who had parted company from the above fhip two 
days before, luckily came up, and played their parts fo 
well, that in a fhort time the pirate was all in flames, but 
by the exertion of the crew, the fire was got under, 

NotwithRanding the cripled ftate and dangerous ftua- 
tion the pirate was in, yet thole rdfiians fought with fuch 
an uncommon degree of detperation that was altonifhing, 
and almoft beyond defcription ; at this junfture the frigate 
was fo much fhattered both in hull and rigging that the 
could hardly be kept above water, and was obliged w be 
towed oat of the action. 

In the mean time, the floop and cutter kept up an incef. 
fant and well dire&ed fire iato the rover till the was total- 
ly difabled, her mafts, yards, and rigging utterly defiroyed, 
her guns difmouated, and hes port holes knocked three 
and four into one ; neverthelefs, this defperate crew, dil- 
daining to ftrike, kept a conftant fire with fmall arms, from 
which many of the balls were chewed ; at laft, when they 
found they could not refift the king’s force any longer, 
they fet fire to the magazine and blew themfelves up, to- 
gether with a number of chriftian captives they had on 
board, who all perifhed with the infidels. 

P. S. The pirate was commanded by Sidi Beder, a fel- 
low of invincible courage very bold and daring; this man 
was a great terror te the Spanjards in their late war with 
Spain---he has not only funk and captured feveral thips 
which were fitted out on purpofe to take him, but would 
often Jand upon their coafls in open day with his ciew iv 
{pite of ali refiftance, carry off the inhabitants, and ravoge 
whole villages.
